declsion~ that he was an Amerlcan national at the requisite tlmes~ that he

has been the owner of 200 units-of participation in the Cuban Venezuelan

Oil Voting Trust since prior to November 23~ 1959~ and that he suffered a

loss in the amount of $23°94 within the meaning of Title V of the Act°
